of the Oklahoma legislature here 
his morning. 


The governor asked the legislature 


o let "bygones be bygones" and de- 
clared the "members should realize 
hat a patriotic duty confronts us 
and that it must be promptly per- 
drmed." 


He declared it was time for all to 


quit giving excuses or offering ex- 
jlanations 
as 
to 
the 
failure 
to 


>roperly care for the business of 
:he state at the regular session. 


The governor asserted 
his be- 


ief that there would be "honest 
difference 
of opinion," but added 


hat he had "every reason to believe, 
.hat the members of the legislature 
lad returned with the idea that 
consideration should be given the 
views of each other, and recognized 
that a'll legislation is largely the 
result of compromise." 


He asked for a "brief, inexpen- 


sive session," declaring it should 
be completed withfh a week or ten 
days. 
Additional appropriation for the 


attorney general's department, the 
legislature was told, was because of 
the "favorable decision" of the Uni- 
ted States supreme count in the Red 
River case, the other because of 
the "unfavorable decision1' of tho 
district court of Stephens county 
in relation to the rights of lessee 
of school land to the mineral right 
In the land. 
He expressed th? be- 


lief that the attorney general should 
be given a contingent fund of not 
less than $75.000 dollars each year 
for the next bienniel for the purpose 
of protecting the interest ot" the 
state in these and other important 
cases that may arise. 
The entire subject of soldier re- 


had been "shattered" because the 
departments and institutions had no 
definite policy for the next 
two 


years. He urged 
both houses 
to 


'shut out this so called difference 
and render service to the people." 


In support of his recommendation 


for an additional appropriation for 
the attorney general's department, 
the governor read a, telegram from 
Attorney General Freeling, who is 
at Washington, in which Freeling 
expressed the opinion that the gov- 
ernment would appoint a boundary 
commission to establish a line be- 
tween Texas and Oklahoma. 
Mr. 


Freeling said the litigation involved 
would demand 5100,000, but asiied 
the governor for an appropriation 
of at least $75,000. 


The 
executive was 
greeted 
by- 


rounds of applause when he en- 
tered before the joint session and 
at the conclusion of his message. 


On the coat lapels of many mem- 


bers of the house, including the 
speaker, were to be seen small white 
ribbons ' with 
this 
inscription: 


"Wolves and hyenas, not convicts." 
In an address recently at McAlester 
the governor applied this epithet to 
house members. 


Speaker Schwabs made a brief ad- 


dress to the lower chamber upon 
convening, urging the body 'to con- 
fine its activities to recomtnenda- 
tios outlined by the governor. He 
declared it should do the work re- 
quired in from ten days to two 
weeks and at the most in three 
weekst 
He asserted a special .ses- 


sion of the legislature was not un- 
usual, citing the special session of 
1913 that was called because of 
failure of the legislature at that 
time to agree on appropriation bills, 
the rock on which the eighth session 
foundered.
